ON 

VACCINATION  IN  BURMA 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1914-15- 


j.  Establishment . — The  number  of  Native  Superintendents  excluding  2  Sub- Statement 
Assistant  Surgeons,  employed  during  the  year  was  48. 

The  permanent  staff  of  Vaccinators  was  increased  by  2,  from  278  to  280. 

The  two  additional  appointments  were  to  Municipal  Vaccination  Establishments. 

There  was  an  increase  of  one  District  vaccinator  in  Toungoo  District  and  a 
decrease  of  one  in  Ruby  Mines  District. 

A  temporary  vaccinator  was  employed  for  six  months  in  Salween  District 
during  the  dry  season  of  1914- 15. 

A  scheme  for  the  revision  of  the  Northern  Shan  States  Vaccination  Establish¬ 
ment  was  sanctioned  during  the  year  under  review.  This  provided  for  the 
abolition  of  the  two  appointments  of  Native  Superintendent  of  Vaccination  and 
for  the  increase  of  the  staff  of  vaccinators  from  8  to  10.  This  scheme  comes  into 
force  from  the  commencement  of  the  current  official  year. 

An  additional  vaccinator  has  been  sanctioned  for  Mergui  District  from  the 
same  date. 

2.  Punishments.-—  One  Native  Superintendent  was  dismissed  for  fraudulent 
conduct.  Ten  vaccinators,  including  one  temporary  employe,  were  either 
dismissed  or  removed  from  the  service  for  fraud,  falsification  of  diaries,  negligence, 
or  other  serious  faults. 

3.  Work  performed  during  the  year. — The  total  of  operations  reported  as  Statement  I. 
performed  during  the  year  was  469,471  against  512,801  in  1913-14,  a  decrease 

of  43-33° 

Primary  operations  totalled  404,008  or  18,596  less  than  in  the  preceding 

year. 

Revaccinations  amounted  to  65,463,  a  decrease  of  24,734. 

The  decrease  in  revaccinations,  24,734,  accounts  for  the  major  part  of  the 
total  diminution  in  the  work  performed.  This  decrease  was  undoubtedly  a  result 
of  the  general  freedom  from  small-pox  of  nearly  every  district  in  the  Province 
throughout  the  year.  In  districts  where  small-pox  outbreaks  occurred,  as  in  the 
Northern  Shan  States  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  revaccinations 
performed. 

The  decrease  in  primary  operations,  18,596,  was  also  in  a  large  measure  due 
to  the  lack  of  the  stimulus  which  the  presence  of  small-pox  always  supplies. 

Thus,  in  Kyaukpyu  District  alone,  the  decrease  in  primary  operations  amounted  to 
13,1 14,  or  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  whole  deficiency.  The  districts  of  the 
Pegu  Division  show  a  falling  off  in  primary  operations  of  5,965,  Tharrawaddy 
District  alone  showing  a  considerable  improvement  on  the  previous  year’s  returns, 
of  1,064  operations.  In  the  Irrawaddy  Division  there  was  a  small  increase  of  7, 
and  in  the  Tenasserim  Division  of  5, 189  primary  operations.  In  Upper  Burma, 

Mandalay  Division  shows  an  increase  of  3,078  primary  operations,  and  Sagaing 
Division  one  of  453.  A  decrease  of  5,265  and  1,268  primary  operations  is  returned 
by  Magwe  and  Meiktila  Divisions,  respectively.  /The  Southern  Shan  States 
return  an  increase  of  6,272  primary  operations,  the  Northern  Shan  States  a 
decrease  of  1,363,  and  the  Chin  Hills  one  of  1,417. 

Of  greater  interest  and  importance  however  than  the  record  of  total  operations 
performed  is  that  of  operations  reported  successful,  especially  of  primary  opera¬ 
tions.  The  report  of  results  obtained  still  remains  of  very  uncertain  value  in 
most  districts,  owing  to  the  lack  of  an  adequate  staff  of  superior  inspecting 
officers  to  check  the  returns  made  by  the  native  employes. 

4.  Successful  operations. — The  successful  primary  operations  reported  totalled  statement!,1 
365,471  in  1914-15,  against  388,746,  a  decrease  of  23,275.  The  number  of 
successful  re  vaccinations  was  34,584,  a  decrease  of  17,510  on  the  returns  of  the 
previous  year. 

Several  districts  report  a  creditable  increase  in  successful  primary  operations. 

Of  the  plains  districts  Toungoo  is  first  with  an  increase  of  3,042,  followed  by 
Mandalay  with  1,649,  Hanthawaddy  with  1,605,  Thayetmyo  1,360,  Sagaing  1,316, 
Tharrawaddy  1,106,  Prome  1,019.  The  Southern  Shan  States  return  an  increase 
of  4,394  primary  successes. 

A  large  decrease  in  successful  primary  operations  is  returned  by  Kyaukpyu 
District,  12,651,  Pegu  5,691,  Pakfikku  4,935,  Akyab  4,832,  Sandoway  2,710, 

Magwe  2,373,  Minbu  1,490,  Mergui  1,099,  Shwebo  1,040,  Meiktila  1,072,  Northern 
Shan  States  1,060. 
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In  all  13  districts  out  of  21  in  Lower  Burma,  and  6  out  of  20  in  Upper  Burma 
including  the  Shan  States  and  Chin  Hills,  return  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
primary  successes. 

5.  Comparison  of  the  amount  of  work  performed  in  different  districts. — A 
useful  estimate  of  the  comparative  efficiency  of  the  staffs  in  the  various  districts 
is  afforded  by  an  examination  of  the  average  number  of  successful  operations 
performed  by  each  vaccinator. 

The  largest  average  outturn  of  successful  operations  per  head  of  vaccinator 
establishment  was  performed  by  the  Sagaing  District  staff,  2,557,  or  over 
200  successful  operations  per  month.  This  is  closely  approached  by  the 
Tharrawaddy  staff  with  2,382,  and  the  Katha  staff  with  2,359 ;  other  district 
staffs  returning  an  average  of  over  1,500  successful  operations  in  the  year 
per  vaccinator  are  Amherst  1,874,  Myingyan  1,868,  Lower  Chindwin  1,807, 
Bassein  1,703,  Magwe  1,695,  Southern  Shan  States  1,678,  Akyab  1,639,  Hantha- 
waddy  1,604,  Kyaukse  1,596,  Pegu  1,593,  Pakdkku  1,779,  Yamethin  1,522, 
Ma-ubin  1,507.  The  Upper  Chindwin  staff  did  creditably  with  an  average  of  1,427, 
in  view  of  the  somewhat  difficult  conditions  of  communications  and  scattered 
population  in  that  district. 

District  staffs  returning  a  low7  average  number  of  successful  operations  for 
the  year  are  Northern  Shan  States  with  487,  SandowTay  633,  Myaungmya  713, 
Kuby  Mines  768,  Pyapon  806,  Prome  868.  In  the  case  of  the  Northern 
Shan  States  the  organization  of  the  work  has  been  put  upon  an  entirely  new 
footing  with  the  commencement  of  the  current  year,  and  a  much  larger  outturn  of 
work  accompanied  by  a  reduction  in  expenditure  is  confidently  expected  to 
result. 

The  backward  state  of  vaccination  in  SandowTay  District  is  said  to  be  due  to 
a  general  disinclination  of  the  people  to  accept  the  operation  for  their  children, 
and  in  the  year  under  review  a  falling  off  in  the  work  of  the  vaccinators  was 
partly  a  result  of  the  illness  of  the  Native  Superintendent.  A  reorganization  of 
the  staff  and  a  greater  show  of  interest  in  the  work  by  the  District  Officials  of  every 
grade  is  obviously  required  in  this  district.  Including  the  town  of  Sandoway  the 
total  successful  primary  operations  recorded  amount  to  only  2,425,  against  5,135 
in  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of  2,710. 

The  work  done  in  Pyapon  District  shows  an  improvement  of  786  primary 
operations  on  the  preceding  year  and  of  1,556  on  the  work  of  1912- 19 13.  The 
work  in  this  district  still  remains  in  a  very  backward  condition,  the  reason  being 
as  explained  in  last  year’s  report,  the  lack  of  efforts  by  the  district  lay  authorities 
and  the  Civil  Surgeon  in  past  years  to  popularize  the  operation.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  present  Civil  Surgeon,  who  is  a  native  of  the  country,  will  put  new  life  into 
this  department  of  his  work.  The  people  everywhere  are  timid  but  willing  to 
accept  the  operation  if  interest  is  shown  in  the  practice  by  the  powders  that  be 

The  work  in  Myaungmya  District  is  better  by  268  successful  primary  opera¬ 
tions  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  1,699  behind  that  of  1912- 13.  Difficulties 
of  communication  and  supervision  obstruct  progress  in  this  district,  but  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  and  the  Civil  Surgeon  have  taken  the  matter  in  hand  and 
they  hope  by  better  organization  to  obtain  improved  results. 

6.  Vaccination  in  towns. — Out  of  57  towns  in  which  the  Vaccination  Act  is 
in  force  21  show  an  increase  in  total  successful  primary  operations  and  31  a 
decrease. 

The  total  number  of  successful  operations  performed  in  towns  during  1914- 15 
was  44,241  against  49,436  in  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of  5,195.  This 
total  decrease  was  wholly  in  revaccinations,  primary  operations  showing  a  slight 
increase  of  274. 

In  Pyinmana  the  total  rose  from  357  to  689,  in  Syriam  from  65  to  333,  in 
ThSngwa  from  76  to  469.  There  was  a  substantial  increase  of  1,090  in 
Mandalay  town.  Toungoo  returns  an  increase  of  229,  Magwe  of  79,  Yenan- 
gyaung  of  89,  Insein  of  86,  Myingyan  of  60,  Ngathainggyaung  of  88.  On  the  other 
hand  a  serious  falling  off  is  noticeable  in  the  case  of  many  towns.  In  Myaungmya 
the  decrease  was  from  146  to  41,  in  Wakema  from  304  to  1 70,  in  Nyaunglebin 
from  410  to  209.  In  the  case  of  a  few  of  these  towns  the  falling  off  may 
reasonably  be  explained  by  the  absence  of  small-pox,  which  in  the  previous  year 
had  given  an  unprecedented  stimulus  to  vaccination,  or  to  the  presence  of  plague 
which  always  a»cts  as  a  deterrent.  The  decrease  in  the  three  towns  of  Ma-ubin 
District,  Ma-ubin,  Yandoon,  and  Danubyu,  which  amounts  to  173,  107,  and  99 
respectively,  is  the  more  remarkable  since  a  special  additional  vaccinator  had  been 
appointed  for  these  towms.  An  investigation  into  the  condition  of  vaccination  in 
Yandoon  town  carried  out  recently  by  my  Deputy,  Major  Lalor,  I.M  S.  revealed 
the  fact  that  the  organization  of  vaccination  w’ork  in  that  Municipality  is  in  a  very 
unsatisfactory  position.  Nearly  40^  out  of  1 76  children  under  twro  years  of  age 
inspected  proved  to  be  unvaccinated,  and  this  in  a  town  where  the  Vaccination 
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Act  has  been  in  force  since  1892.  A  glance  at  the  table  in  Appendix  statement 
“B”  reveals  to  some  extent  the  condition  of  vaccination  in  these  three  towns. 

In  Ma-ubin  out  of  136  infant  survivors  of  births  during  the  year  only  76  were 
successfully  vaccinated,  in  Yandoon  out  of  153  survivors  only  68,  and  in  Danubyu 
106  out  of  149.  In  this  district  vaccination  in  rural  areas  has  reached  a  stage  of 
relatively  very  high  efficiency  as  contrasted  with  other  districts,  while  urban 
vaccination  has  apparently  suffered  neglect. 

7.  Vaccination  of  infants. — The  statistics  given  in  the  table  Appendix  Appendix  B. 
statement  ff  B  ”  show  that,  against  20, 108  surviving  infants,  20, 136  infants  were 
successfully  vaccinated.  The  excess  over  the  number  of  available  survivors  has 

been  explained  in  previous  annual  reports  as  due  to  defective  registration  of  births, 
and  in  the  case  of  some  towns  to  immigration  of  infants  born  outside.  In  the  year 
under  review  several  towns  show  an  excess  of  infants  vaccinated  over  survivors  of 
registered  births  which  may  be  referred  to  the  former  explanation,  viz.,  Rangoon, 
excess  541,  Mandalay  671,  Bassein  193.  Fifteen  other  towns  show  an  excess 
of  operations  over  survivors  which  may  be  due  to  either  of  the  causes 
suggested  above,  but  in  most  cases  to  the  latter.  In  the  Annual  Report  on  Sani¬ 
tation  m  Burma  for  the  year  1914  I  pointed  out  that  the  low  birth-rate  recorded  for 
Ryinmana  (24’o9  and  25’  69  when  corrected  for  sex  difference  of  population)  was 
only  to  be  explained  by  inefficient  registration,  and  the  fact  elicited  from  Statement 
“B”  that  468  infants  were  successfully  vaccinated  against  195  survivors  of  registered 
births,  or  an  excess  of  273,  strongly  substantiates  that  opinion.  There  are  however 
some  serious  deficiencies.  Myaungmya  town  returns  only  1  7  successful  operations 
on  infants,  out  of  86  surviving  registered  infants  available,  Th6ngwa  80  out  of  a 
possible  i8i,Syriam  104  out  of  201,  Wakema  59  out  of  15 1.  Other  towns  showing 
a  large  balance  of  unvaccinated  infants  are  Henzada  242,Thaton  208,  Prome  170, 

Sagaing  112,  Akyab  76,  Kyangin  84,  Letpadan  and  Yenangyaung  each  56, 

Maymyo  60,  Ngathainggyaung  66.  Postponement  of  vaccination  is  too  often 
granted  without  due  discretion  and  often  by  the  vaccinator  himself  without  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Local  Superintendent  of  Vaccination  to  whom  such  cases  should 
always  be  referred  for  decision. 

8.  V erifi cation. — Out  of  404,258  primary  operations  performed  by  town  and  Statement V. 
district  staffs,  Civil  Surgeons  verified  i7'22  per  cent,  and  Native  Superintendents 

of  Vaccination  54‘68  per  cent,  against  i4'6i  per  cent,  and  52'68  per  cent,  in 
1913-14.  The  actual  number  inspected  by  Civil  Surgeons  was  69,630  and  by 
Native  Superintendents  of  Vaccination  221,030,  the  corresponding  figures  for 
19 1 3- 1 4  being  62, 1 77  and  224,163.  Greater  activity  was  thus  shown  by  Civil 
Surgeons  and  rather  less  by  the  Native  Superintendents  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  result  of  verification  by  Civil  Surgeons  was  a  success  rate  of  92'98  per  cent, 
and  by  Native  Superintendents  of  93'52  per  cent,  against  94  93  per  cent,  by  the 
vaccinators. 

9.  Cost  of  the  Department. — The  total  cost  of  the  Department  m  19 1  4- 1  5,  was  Statement 
Rs.  2,06,269  against  Rs.  2,04,873  in  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  Rs.  1,396. 11’ 

Of  this  total  expenditure  the  pay  of  Establishment  amounted  to  Rs  1,34,545, 
and  Travelling  Allowance  to  Rs.  62, 932-5-0,  the  former  being  in  excess  of 
expenditure  in  the  previous  year  by  Rs.  6,632,  and  the  latter  a  reduction  of 
Rs.  303-3-6. 

Under  the  head  of  Contingencies  the  cost  was  Rs.  8,791,  a  reduction  of 
Rs.  4,933,  on  the  previous  year's  expenditure. 

10.  Average  cost  per  successful  operation. — The  average  cost  for  each  Statement 
successful  operation  for  the  whole  Province  was  8  annas  5  pies,  against  7  annas 

6  pies  in  1913-14 

The  cost  varied  in  different  districts  between  3  annas  and  8  pies  in  Katha 
District  (9,437  successful  operations)  to  Re.  1-9-2  in  the  Chin  Hills.  Generally 
the  districts  returning  the  largest  number  of  operations  show  the  least  average 
cost.  Tharrawaddy  shows  19,058  successful  operations  at  a  cost  of  Re.  0-4-0 
per  case,  Myingyan  13,076  at  Re.  0-4-3  and  Sagaing  17,899,  Re.  0-4-5.  The 
average  cost  in  Bassein  District  was  Re.  0-5-4,  Magwe  Re.  0-5-5,  Lower  Chindwin 
Re.  0-5-8,  Ma-ubin  Re.  0-5-9,  Toungoo  Re.  0-5-1 1,  Minbu  Re.  0-5-11,  Akyab 
Re.  0-6-1,  Pakokku  Re.  0-6-3,  Amherst  R.e.  0-6-4,  Henzada  Re.  0-6-10. 

An  exceptionally  high  average  cost  was  returned  by  the  Chin  Hills  Re.  1-9*2, 

Rubv  Mines  District  Re.  1-8-7,  Northern  Shan  States  Re.  1-0-5.  Several  other 
districts  return  an  excessive  cost,  Bhamo  Re.  0-15-2,  Sandoway  Re.  0-14-5, 

Insein  Re.  0-13- 10.  The  higher  cost  in  Hanthawaddy  and  Insein  Districts  is  due 
to  a  more  numerous  staff  of  Native  Superintendents  and  the  higher  pay  of  the 
vaccinators,  which  has  hitherto  not  resulted  in  a  corresponding  outturn  of 
successful  work.  In  Sandoway  the  high  cost  was  due  to  the  poor  wrork  performed. 

1  1.  Dispensary  Vaccination. — The  total  operations  performed  in  dispensaries  Statement, 
in  1914- 1  5  was  3,096  against  5,667  in  the  previous  year,  there  being  a  decrease  of  lIL 
2,571  cases.  Of  this  decrease  1,857  were  primary  and  714  revaccination  operations. 
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The  greater  part  of  the  decrease  occurred  in  Pegu  and  Sagaing  Divisions, 
1,172  and  1,006  operations  respectively.  No  Dispensary  Vaccination  was 
returned  in  either  year  for  Pro  me,  PyapS.i,  Idenzada,  Tavoy,  Bhamo,  Ruby  Mines, 
Thayetmyo,  Minbu,  Yamethin,  Kyaukse  and  Myingyan  Districts,  in  which  all 
vaccination  work  at  stations  where  there  are  dispensaries  appears  to  be  performed 
by  the  regular  Vaccination  Staff,  and  is  therefore  included  in  Statement  No.  i  of 
the  Appendix  to  these  Notes. 

I  here  is  no  doubt  that  the  falling  off  in  Dispensary  Vaccination  does  not 
really  represent  an  equivalent  diminution  in  the  protection  offered  to  the  public 
against  small-pox  through  these  institutions.  When  small-pox  is  rife  many  take 
the  opportunity  of  proximity  to  a  dispensary  to  get  themselves  or  their  children 
vaccinated,  when  provision  is  not  made  for  immediate  attention  being  given  them 
by  the  town  vaccinators.  But  the  rarity  of  small-pox  outbreaks  in  1914-15  (there 
were  only  241  deaths  from  this  cause  in  Lower  Burma  and  17  in  Upper  Burma),  is 
sufficient  to  account  for  the  small  outturn  of  Dispensary  Vaccination  during  the 
year,  just  as  it  is  a  true  if  partial  explanation  of  the  general  decrease  in  vaccination 
returns  for  the  Province  as  a  whole. 

Statement  I.  12.  Percentage  ratio  of  success  obtained. — The  provincial  percentage  ratio 
of  successful  results  to  operations  performed  was  for  primary  operations  94'93, 
and  for  revaccination  60*46  against  96*59  and  65*40  in  the  previous  year. 

Low  average  percentages  are  returned  by  Bhamo  82*53  Per  cent.,  Sandoway 
82  68  per  cent.,  Tavoy  85*50  per  cent.,  Mergui  86*12  per  cent.,  Akyab  86*93  per 
cent.  All  these  districts  are  unfavourably  situated  with  regard  to  postal  com¬ 
munications  with  the  Meiktila  Vaccine  Depot,  and  deterioration  of  the  lymph 
before  use  must  sometimes  occur. 

1 3.  V accination  results  obtained  by  private  agencies. — Medical  Practitioners, 
private  vaccinators  and  Missionaries  returned  6,879  primary  and  926  revaccina-* 
tions  successfully  performed. 

1 4.  V accination  in  Jails. — In  an  average  population  of  18,853  prisoners,  there 
were  26,475  operations  with  17,765  successful  results. 

I5*  Meiktila  Vaccine  Depot  and  Training  School. — The  quantity  of  vaccine 
lymph  obtained  from  the  calves  was  269*4  ounces  against  267*4  in  the  previous 
year,  and  27 1*9  in  1912-13.  The  issues  amounted  To  730,986  doses  which  was 
24,128  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  calves  used  was  282,  which 
was  less  than  in  1913-14  (361)  and  1912*13  (477).  The  average  yield  from  each 
calf  exceeded  that  of  either  of  the  two  preceding  years,  being  46^*8  grains  against 
326*8  and  287*4  respectively. 

The  Director  found  it  desirable  to  reinvigorate  the  strain  of  lymph  on  several 
occasions  by  the  use  of  strains  obtained  from  Bangalore  and  Belgaum,  by  lymph 
obtained  from  a  buffalo  calf,  from  children,  and  by  passage  through  rabbits  (14 
times). 

The  total  outturn  of  lymph  was  776,432  doses  which  was  in  excess  of' 
the  demand.  Glycerinated  lymph  alone  was  issued  except  for  some  seed-ly  mph 
mixed  with  Lanoline  sent  to  Loimwe  for  use  in  the  Vaccine  Depot  at  that  station. 
I  he  results  reported  from  314,490  primary  operations  were  successful  in  94*97 
per  cent,  of  cases  against  96*75  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year. 

Five  Native  Superintendents  and  thirty-five  vaccinators  were  under  training 
during  the  year.  Thirty-one  vaccinators  qualified  within  the  prescribed  period  of 
three  months. 

The  net  expenditure  was  Rs.  15,024-13-7  against  Rs.  16,357-6-2  in  the 
previous  year.  There  was  a  saving  of  Rs.  701  on  the  purchase  of  calves.  There 
was  an  increase  in  salaries  due  to  the  addition  of  a  mechanic  and  fireman  to  the 
subordinate  staff. 

An  ice-machine  capable  of  turning  out  75  pounds  of  ice  per  diem  was  installed 
early  in  the  year,  and  has  worked  satisfactorily.  It  is  driven  by  a  gas  engine 
supplied  from  a  gas  generator  and  tank. 

Major  E.  A.  Walker,  I.M.S.,  was  Director  until  the  1 6th  September  when  he 
was  mobilized  for  military  duty  and  was  succeeded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Penny. 
I.M.S.,  who  in  his  turn  was  succeeded  by  Lieutenant  L.  K.  Rodriguez,  I.S.M.d! 

Up  to  the  1 7th  July  1914,  when  the  Assistant  Director,  Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon  P.  Govinda  Pillai,  Rao  Sahib,  returned  from  leave,  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon. 
Ramachandram  held  charge  of  his  duties.  & 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  above  named  officers  and  also  to  the  inferior  staff 
for  the  careful  and  efficient  performance  of  their  duties  throughout  the  year. 

The  new  building  for  the  Laboratory  of  the  Depot  was  completed  durino-  the 
year  and  is  now  in  occupation.  &
